noivorsal airth." When hd said " we air a 
re-markable people, sir,'' there was no one 
to gaiiuay the truth, and ho looked, of oourae, 
a most remarkable specimea ot n remark- 
able raos. Poor Pogram lived without is mo- 
dest dnja compared with oar own. "Let any 
one take a leaf out of his o-rations and lay it 
side by side with the vaporings of our Van 
oouver Island " ro-markable men," and ha'will 
Bee that Klijiih was a rather weak Bpecimen 
of the hifalulin after all. Vnuqouver Isiancl, 
air, is the centre of the universe. Its free 
port, sir, is tbe highest emanation of man's 
exalted genius, and gives us the carrying 
trade of Jupiter, Saturn and TJranua. Its 
free lunches, sir, are the ambrosial grab of 
the gods. lis free air, sir, is tho pnreat 
specimen of the inodorous, invisible fluid 
that is to bo found uodor, as Mrs, Partington 
wonld say, " the papoply of heaven." Its 
Grown land, sir, is a misnonier; it should bo 
Crown gold, sir. Wo haye got nothing ov. 
this glorious Islond, sir, as mean as loud or 
soil, sir. Wo are in fact a miner.il, mot- 
allurgioal, lumbering, log-rolling people, wo 
are ; nnd California and Australia may 
hide their diminished beads, England and 
Amerioa may ahat up phop ; India and China, 
Tahiti and Timbuctoo will have to "pale 
their ineaectual rays," (or tlioy aint nowhere. 
Loans, sir, did you say , wo shall next week, 
if Leeoh river continues sanaiiij; down its 
millioos, undertake to wipe out Kngland'a 
national debt before the year expires, pay 
off that trifle doe by Abe Lincoln, lend Den- 
mark sufficient to whip tho Germans, and 
then, air, slill have enough left to "fliimo the 
Amoor river." " Wo air a re markabie peo^ 
pie, sir, we air." 

There are periodical spurts of tho above 
tianscendontalidm on Vanoouver Island. 
Since the groat hifalutin waterspout, how- 
ever, on lliB discovery of that wealthy locality 
called Gold Stream, wo have heard little 
about onr"gloriou3 destiny;" but tho"8pread 
eagleism" is agaia flapping its wings, and we 
may prepare for a series of grand flights in 
the realms of fuuoy Gold • Stream, which 
was to revolutionizo the world, has resulted 
in, shall we say it, rather a tame affair, and 
does not to-day support hiilf-a dozen of 
people. But then wo have Leeoh river which 
may turn ont rich, Jordan river which may 
he highly anriferoua, the Cowiohan and San 
Juan sir ams which may put on tbe most 
golden aliraciioua : and who shall doubt our 
superiorilytoall the roatof the world. Now we 
are anxious lhat every ouncoof gold that now 
lies in those streams ahould be taken out, 
and we are hopeful of the country's fntarej but 
thertf is not the slightest reason why the heads 
of any portion o( our population should get 
addled over it, and certainly no necessity 
why the Government should loso its equili- 
brium. It is ono of tlia misforttjnea of 
young, inexperienced cornrauniliea, that they 
are carried away with every piece of good 
fortane ; but we think that those who have 
lived in Vauoouvor Island since 1858-9, 
hive got pretty well over tho weakness. 
Nothing has yet occurred to Iho Colony that 
would justify any largo increase ia the colo 
Dial expenses — or any deviation from ar 
eaooomio policy. If His Ezoellency has al- 
lowed himself to be persuaded into the rather 
questionable wisdom of appointing paid. ma- 
gistrates to look over the interests of soma 
prospective town silo, he gives hut n poor 
earnest of administtulivo ability. In 
older commuuities tho magislrato follows, 
not precedes lha baildiog of a' eity; 
but there is evidently a go^a-headism 
about a Government that collects gold 
licauses before theru is any gold taken out, 
and appoints raagistr;\ios before there aru any 
people. We only hope that the ■' important 
basiness," which is given as tho reason for 
tbe rather unusual, and it might be said ua- 
oonstilational,' mode of procedure of calling 
tho Assembly together at so short a notice, is 
really " importunt ; " and that the public will 
not bo treated to auotlier of llio farces pro- 
spective, ao far, it would appeiir that tho 
little gold excitement we havo had has 
proved too much for tbe Government. It 
has been carried like a few others beyond its 
depth. Wo Would advise it, howevor, to be 
calm. Excesses aru always dangeroos. 
ti'equiii nimis is tho rnandato nf u potent 
philosophy, and even we, with M tho .'.illy 
baokam about our greatness, cannot ad'ord to 
despise it. So sorely as we go beyond our 
normal condition, we ahnll be brought back 
by the Btern arm of reaciion. If we form 
loo fl.itleriri:,' a iMciurti of things a few months 
at the farthest will bring us in a reverse. 
Our gold mines, although in embryo, promise 
well ; but it is sheer childishness to bo led 
away, like the merchant ia the Arabian 
tales, with visions of future grandeur; for 
we shall surely, iu the moment of abstraction, 
give our wares u kick iliat will liriuk ua back 
toa sad reality, and, like Gold Stream, leave 
us poorer than bfloru.

He expects to teach Alborui about tho end 
of September; from that point he proposes to 
. f;a to Clay-o>quot Sound, and tbeoce to 
Noolka Sotind, and across to Fort Rupert 
and home. Ho nsks tho committee to send a 
vessel to meet him at Clay-o-quot. Speci- 
mens of coal from a seam diaooverud by the 
p^nty on an island of the De Couroy group, 
■were sent down with tho lottsra ycaterduy. 
Tlw seam Is a foot thick and dips into tho 
hill.

Tho following pcrtiucnt remarks from a 
Calilotniau paper are parlioulurly applicable 
at tbo present junctura in VaDCOUvcr Is- 
land :

rations ; nor hold onl indueenmnls for twi-nty 
moru mills, when iho'o now here iire not half 
employed; nf>r by fuhonie llattory and ex- 
aggeration present a stale of nll'nirs which 
does not e.\iat. Tho following of ibis line of 
policy ia prejudicial to tba best intereslaof 
Iho country, and if persisted in will rtitanl its 
prosperity and banish capital from our midst. 
Our country i^, bcyoiiJ all ipnislion, rich in 
fiilver ond of aliii".-t unlimited eilont, but 
e.vperieiicn has taught us that ii ie(|iiire3 
much ino:a capital to develop mines lhan 
was anticipated one year ago. Wit then 
thought it ncce.'i.'-ary only to find a vein 
and a fortune awaitRil u-i ; in ihi.s how

The Philadelphia Priss of July 12th givoa 
an account of the doings ol tha steamer 
Florida ou the Kastorn Coast, whioh shows 
that in audacity aod success this craft bills 
fair to rival that far-famed marauder the 
Alabama. Within tba space of a very few 
days tho Florida destroyed six Federal nier- 
chantmou within sight of the American 
Coast, near Delaware Bay, valued at 
5250,000. 

The vesBsIa were tbe whaler Golconda with 
1800 bbls. of oil, the Margaret Y. Davis, from 
Port Royal to New York, Ihe bark (Green- 
land from Philadelphia to Pensaoola with 
coal, the Gen. Berry from New York to For- 
tress Monroe, the bark Zeliada for Eailporl. 
Maine, and the schooner Uowatd from Nas- 
aau to New York. All these vessel) were 
burned except tbo Howard, which was used 
(0 send the captured crewa ashore. They 
were lauded al Cape May. Tho Frets g\iea 
liirf following account of the daring capture 
of tha tJteenlaiid : 

" Captain Verdin, of tho stsam tug .Vmer- 
iea, has informed ns that ho had in tow the 
bark Greenland, bonnd from this port.lo 
I'onsacolu, laden with coal. On Satunlay 
afternoon at three o'clock, while oli t'ape 
Heniy, oast by south siity miles, he, spa-d a 
suspicious looking ateainor making toward 
them. When three miles distant tie thnnglil 
it would not be safe to allow his vossid to go 
any nearer to^he suapicious oraft. lit let 
go the hawser and steamed luviiy. The craft, 
which they soon found lo be llie Florida, put 
on all steam and aail and made after them. 
The Florida chased llic .Vniericii lor about 
an hour and then gavo up the ohano. The 
America then pul into Hampton Uoada siul 
towed out the luo, which was sent to cruise 
for the Florida. The Florida had in the 
'muaulime captured tbe fireenland. Tliis 
vessel was in command ot Captain Everett. 
Her officers and crew were taken aboard die 
Florida. The vessel and cargo wcro valutd 
at abQUl thirty thousand dollars, and, we urc 
informed, are lully ineurcJ." 
Tho /V'l.v continue-' : - 
" Every ono of !lio captured otHuers and 
crewK speak in the highest terms ol tha tteal- 
nicni tin y recoiveil during their stay on board 
the Florida, \\\ were allowed Ihe liborly of 
ilio boat Iroin Buurine lo siin>ct. The crcwi 
wure put under guanl nfliT fiiiisGl. The 
iiflicers were furnished with a'.ilc rooniH, ami 
wiiiD.i, branilie?, cigars, &c , all of the best 
brands, wore freely dis'.ribulod among ihcni.

' 'One ' of the member* of the Ej^eontlve 
Committee of tba Southern Independence 
Assooiation, who is now on a visit to the 
Coufederoto States, has addresaitd to his col- 
leagues and fellow workers* in Manchester n 
long and interesting uccouut of what he had 
reeeully seen and done. 'I ho ■ following aro 
a few extracts Iroin his lettci' 

Uharlcslon will bencolorlli rank iu history 
08 ono ol the lme::t military cilie.a in the 
world, and will furnish a lesson ol defenco 
hitherto unknown. On the morning of my 
arrival I wont promenading at luisnro over 
that portion of the tov.-n which wae tho scece 
of Ihe lalo lire, bul tho buraliug of a ItJI) lb. 
shell in the market soou sorved to hasten my 
pace. The boys nio always on the look out 
lor these unecreniuuious visitors, which tlioy 
sell for old iron. When Sir l.'liribtupher 
Wten designed St. Micliaol's l.'lmrch, ho lit- 
tle ihonght it would play so eoinpicuou.-t a 
pait in tho war. Tbo steeple is lT(i,'.< fed 
high, and from its height can bo ac-n llie 
country far and wide, in,;luding all the Van- 
keo operations on Morris Island, even to 
tho reading of ihe buttons on lha oflicurs' 
uuifoims. L waited upon Con. lieanrogard 
tho other day, and was received with llio 
greatest courtesy, and procured his order to 
puts anywhere within tho fortifications. I5u- 
ing an.tious to sec tho great inoiuiniciil ol 
sieges, Fort Sumter, I made prup.irr.liona 
for a night visit. Wo went in boats, tho 
night being too bright for aloamers, and oar 
rieil 1,000 haga of sand with us, each weigh- 
ing some oO lbs. When within 1,200 yards 
of Sumter tho Yankees opened fire at th-3 
fort, and, suru onnugli, I thought wo were 
iliscoToiod, and expected every moment our 
boat would be the mark for tli-j iie.xt shot. 
F.verylbing was still as death bolwocii the 
intorvala of filing. Kvery man of us seemed 
to hold his breath, and oil eyes wero bent 
upon the Yankee batteries, which could just 
be seen above tbe surfaced tha water. Our 
earsuicn ware, of course, rowing with all 
poBsiblo speed. I fell g.^ I never felt before, 
if not in the jaws of ^atb, at least face to 
face with that enemy. I placed my hand to 
my oeok, and buttoned niv coat oloso to the 
collar, determining, if our boat sank and my 
bead kept its place, I would swim to the Ion. 
However, quick as lightning, the offloer in 
commiind cried " Port 1 Land!" and in a 
few minutes wo were within tho lort ; and 
(Hice there you aro safe. 

! was introduced lo Captain Mitchell, com 
nianding in the abscnco of .Major Klliott, ai,d 
fuiind liiiii a lino yoniig j;riiiloinanly lellow ; 
and lor zual, bravery, s.iiiml juilgnieni, and 
arlilk-iy practice, bo ia cunsidered not to be 
surpassed. Tho captain, uccinn| anicd by the 
chief engineer, took me through tho (ort. I 
admired the various chambers and rabbit 
runs, and was parliciilarlv attucl: with the 
order and togul.irity of Ihe place. The 
aoldiors' borlhs wcro neat and clean, tim 
walls whitewashed, and the whole well von- 
lilated ; and tho arraugoniciila are eo com- 
pleto that all the men can bo concentrated on 
any given point in n moment. Tha fort ia 
widl Hupplicd with iirovl.-iionB, piles upon 
piles of them in cas« of accident ; oliatruc- 
lions on every hand, and iiislrumciila that 
will distribule any amount of grapa and 
canister when roriuirod. The captain inform- 
ed mc ho was quae ready for whatever might 
happen : the lorl, he said, was garrisoned 
by rneji Iroia South Carolina, and a braver tet 
of (ellowB never stood to tlioir guns. While 
we mere walking on the ramparts, I asked the 
not unrohsonable question, ' Ate the Yank- 
ees good shots ?' and was informed they un- 
questionably were, but nobody need gat bit 
unless he liked. Some few days ago a young 
Ic'llow, ' larking' with the Yankees, exposed 
himself unnecessarily, when a ball oame and 
tool; hi.t head clean off. Another unlucky 
follow— a negro — would sleep on the parado 
ground, and, to make all secure, he got un- 
der cover of an iron cistern ; but a shell oame 
and killed him. 

On bidding the Captain good bjo, I told 
him we English wore very loud of relics, and 
if only a small portion of Sumter could be 
got lo lOurope, it would bu treasured with 
muctt care. Ho then handed me tho piece 
enclosed in memory of my visit. 

Tho Yankee shipping has aullercd j^rcolly 
from lorpadooa. So long as ai,x munilia ago, 
the Ironsides was shaken to that degree Itial 
she still lieo seemingly helpless near Battery 
Wagner. Tho torpedo boats aro very de- 
slruclivo and quick in their operations, and 
you will bear of a great deal mote of thoir 
perforrnnRCcs before long,

The Rev, Dr. (JilOllan, ol Dundee, from 
tha lexl, '• Call no man fallier on earth," 
spoke of Calvin in tho (ol lowing manner :

Tho 
whole of the people comprised in tho Ihreo 
warlike ( 'in-assiHii tribes, which have ao long 
coutoslt'd llicir inilepondaneu with lha mili- 
tary despotism of Uussia, nic now moving 
I'll HiajJe on Turkey, not, however, as an army 
of invadera, but as a subjugated race, utterly 
deslilutu and abandoned, di'ivon by u brulul 
fue from a soil consecrated by years of blood 
and anguish. We are mot ut the outlet by 
th<! assertion that Ituasia has dealt tenderly 
with thi.i brave and siinpla mounlaio race, 
but knowing what llie paternal governmoEt 
of the Czar is doing in Poland, wo may well 
he pardoned a little sccptieism oo this point. 
.Such friendly olliees as tbo Russian govern- 
mont actually rendered, saam.to bo smbraced 
in tho announoament thai, aoinu time ago, 
the Turkish gpvornmeni was asked whether 
it would bo willing to rccpivo tho CircaSbians, 
if thoy choose lo seek shelter in tho Sultan's 
dominions. To thia the Turkish goverunionl 
replied in the alTirmalivo, stipulating only 
that the exodus should be gradual, and that 
il should not conmcoce until the line season 
had sot in. Neither of these conditions has 
hacn observed, although, in justice to tbe 
Kussiao, government, we must say that the 
fault, such as it Id, Is entirely nttribntable to 
tho Circassiana themselves. Still we can have 
for them only compassion. So intense is the 
feeling of combined fear and hatred whioh 
they cherish 'towards their oijnqaerors, that 
they voluntarily couit certain death in their 
efforts to placo the Ettxine betw^n them- 
ealves and their implacable foo^. When »p- 
plicaiion was mado to the Turkish govern- 
iiii'ii', it was supposed that at most tho immi- 
grants would not exceed 00,000, and prepa- 
rations were in courso of being mado to sup- 
jily Iho rpquiilto accommodation for this 
number. The actual stalo of tliing.s which 
has now to ba laced shows that the whole ol 
tho lliieo tribes, numbering about 300,OuO 
souls, are liovoriiig on tho in hospitable shores 
ot Ihu Black f^oa, niixionsly awailing the 
moans ol I ransporl lo convey llioin to their new 
home. Of eonrso tho transport service at the 
disposal of the Turkish Uuvernment ia utterly 
inadoquato lo niool thia overwhelming 
demand, nnd the calastic.plic which lias en- 
sued is iiiosl appalling. Faiiiino and pajti- 
leiico aie poiilivcly deciinaling this uiiof- 
lending peoplt' ; and, as di-caao striuken j 
.HiilFercrs lire landed on ihc Tuikish shore, tiic j 
conluiniiiatinn sprrads to llio !oltl('d popiila- | 
tion. V\'c };ive elsewhcic nn account o( suinc 
of the tcrribli) results of Ibis e.xoliH and tbo 
imogination can only too readily fill np the 
minor details. A more sod and sickening \ 
s|iuctuclo has not been witnessed for many 
loOg years. In every breast, no doubt, tbe 
first impulse ia tu consider what can bu done 
to niitignio tho horrors which llicac poor 
peonle aro so heroically enduring. The 
■fiirkisb government is showing an onerg-,- 
and alacrity in lha matter which ia no lesa 
surprisiog than cteditablc. £v(;ry iuducew 
merit is being held out to increase the tiaos- 
port service at the command of tba govern- 
ment, while the Sultao and bis ministers are 
contributing roost munificently from their 
piivate means towards tbe aid of the suffer- 
cra. We may hope very shortly to bear of 
tho safe arrival of these hardy raounlaineers, 
and then wc shall watch with deep interest 
thiilr future movements. Suddenly and huc- 
cesstully to absorb a population ol 300,000 
souls is no easy task, but it is said that Tur- 
key is peculiarly adapted for accomplishing 
tlii.s groat labor. .Mi PasUa, who is himself 
of Circassian origin, baa been Font oul lo 
obtain 20,000 recruits for tho Turkish army, 
and there la very lillle doubt of hia nltimaUi 
success. Then— ond this bus a local interest 
for us — W6 are told that llieie are inirnense 
trncli of furliln land in Asia Minor and some 
ether portions of the Turkish F.mpiie, which 
arc admirably adapted for the growth ol 
eotlou, and which remain uncultivated only 
from Iho lack ol laborers. We have no de- 
sire to benetit by tha downfall ol the Circas- 
sian people ; but if, now that thoir subjuga- 
tion ia accomplished and their extcrmlualion 
rommunced, uHairs can be eo ordered that a 
vast field of enterprise shall bo opened np, 
lending to their advancement and our own 
prosperity, this great calamity, which wo all 
deeply ileplore, may in tho end, prove a bles- 
sing, Turkey, too, needs an infusion of new 
blood, Ller governniout is nobly striving to 
resono from the depths of deslilutiou n race 
professing a similar faith ; and, though the 
burden may now appear serious, wa feel as- 
sured that the ultimata issue will be one 
which neither the government nor people of 
Turkey will regret. — Jlfmtehesttr limtt.
